They succeeded in catch 
ing hold of objects washed from the 
boat and managed to stay afloat un

The sinking of the Eagle is a mys­ 
tery. 
There was no explosion. 
At 
the time the Eagle was convoying an 
oil barge up the river. The barge 
broke away from the towboat when 
the latter sank. 
The Eagle was a stern wheel boat 
At the point where it went down the 
river is about IOO feet deep.

T he Pines, at Putney, near London, 
and upon whose shoulders nil England 
expected Tennyson's mantle of poet 
laureate to fall, was born on April 5, j 
1837, so thnt he had ju st entered on 
i 
his 
seventy-third 
year 
w hen 
death 
came. 
He w as descended from an an* ! 
cient family w hich runs back to the | 
days of E d w ard II. for its pedigree. 
H e was the last leaf on the tree th a t 
bore the group of great Victorian poets. 
T he poet Was the son of the Into Ad­ 
miral Charles H enry Swinburne a n d ' 
I.ady Ja n e H enrietta, who was th e! 
dau g h ter of ‘the third Earl of Ash- j 
burn barn. 
As a child he w as ex trao r­ 
dinarily precocious, and nt the age I 
when children think only of their play 
he was an ardent student of Shake­ 
speare. taking, as his parents often re­ 
lated, a copy of the plays of the Im­ 
mortal bard to bed w ith him. 
Sw in­ 
burne’s boyhood w a s spent nt his p a r­ 
e n ts’ home in the Isle of W ight, and 
It was there th a t his great love for 
the sea grew, for the poet knew and 
loved the sea In all Its moods. 
Ills 
tw o favorite recreations w ere sw im ­ 
ming and cliff climbing, in both of 
which he excelled. 
In 1817-8 he w as educated by n tutor 
in the Isle of W ight and a fte r a year's 
study w as sent to Eton, where, how ­ 
ever, he led a lonely life. 
As an instance o f Sw inburne's pe­ 
culiarly winning personality, w hen l>r. 
Ilaw trey , tlie head m aster at Eton, 
once sent for him to rem onstrate w ith 
the boy on his love for poetry, the in­ 
terview ended w ith the conversion of 
the m aster and a promise th a t his 
pupil should have access to Dr. H aw - 
trey ’s own library an d the u n d e rsta n d ­ 
ing th a t he should he allowed to take 
aw ay an y of the w orks of the old E n g ­ 
lish d ram atists he desired. 
In 
1850 Sw inburne entered Baliol 
college, Oxford, but did not w ait for a 
degree. 
By this tim e tlie m use w as re­ 
ceiving his respectful attention, and 
Instead of w aiting to grad u ate w ith 
his class he sta rte d off on a visit to 
Florence with the late W alter Savage 
I.andor. 
Sw inburne's birth was contem pora­ 
neous w ith the coronation of the late 
Queen Victoria. 
It w as In 1801 th a t 
Sw inburne published his first volume, 
“T he Queen M other’’ and “ Rosam ond,’’ 
an d not a year lias passed since then 
th a t lie has not contributed to the 
w orld of letters one or more books of 
prose or poetry. 
Sw inburne w as strong in ids likes 
and dislikes, 
lie appeared to care lit­ 
tle for the opinion or criticism of L on­ 
don and the world outside. 
H e w as a 
devout wor*M per at the shrine of Rob­ 
ert B row ning, and som e years ago he 
caused 
all 
E ngland to 
shake 
with 
laug hter when he brought a footstool 
to a public banquet at w hich B row n­ 
ing w as the guest of honor and, sol­ 
emnly placing it a t Brow ning's feet, 
sat upon it at the feet of the “ m as­ 
ter.” 
A nother of Sw inburne’s escapades 
occurred afte r a d inn er a t the London 
A rt club w hen he showed his d isap­ 
proval of his fellow m em bers by pil­ 
ing up their hats on the floor of tin» 
banquet hail and dancing on the mod­ 
est headpieces. 
This m ade substantial 
grist for the comic papers, and one 
publication burlesqued the affair by 
a travesty of Sw inburne's ow n im ita­ 
tions of tlie Creek form of d ram a. The 
burlesque w as put on tlie boards, and 
the club m em bers made up the cast. 
Policemen who w ere called in to bridle 
the poet’s rage m ade up the chorus. 
H a ts w ere sent flying about tlie stage, 
and the m em bers wailed: 
As forests with tempest« that wrestle 
From the hatracks our hats are torn 
down. 
Then tlie chorus joined the tum ult 
by shouting: 
The Englishm an’s home is his cgstle; 
The Englishm an’s hat is his crown. 
And so the burlesque continued true 
to the traditions of A ristophanes w hen 
lie am used the A thenians by ridiculing 
Aeschylus. 
Swinburne was frank and cordial 
with his friends and, aside from being 
a noted leader iu conversation, was 
fond of reading his own poetry. 
He 
was a bachelor, 
lie amassed a rare 
collection of literary curios. 
The poet 
never mingled much in general society, 
as he was somewhat deaf. 
It was his 
habit to take long cross country jaunts, 
and as he trudged along with down­ 
cast 
head, 
seldom 
lifting 
his 
eyes 
from the ground, he was a welcome 
Lord Bountiful to the children whom 
he met on the way. 
He gave them 
cakes and candies and was pleased 
with their demonstrations. 
No mat­ 
ter how hard it rained or severe the 
storm that overtook him while abroad 
on these excursions, he pulled down 
more tightly that old soft felt hat and 
refused to carry an umbrella. 
T he most touching m emory of Sw in­ 
burne left to us is his great love for 
children* and some of the m ost beauti­ 
ful verses ho w rote wore devoted to 
their praise, notably in “H orse,” in 
the final lino of which is tlie keynote 
of his 
whole idea, “O child, 
w hat 
new s from heaven?” 
A nother peculiar featu re of the poet’s 
habits w a s th n t he never wore an over­ 
coat, t u t of late years he had capitu­ 
la t'd to the ex tent of w earing a pair 
r f thb*k gloves.

1837, so that he had Ju st entered on 
his 
seventy-third y ear 
w hen death 
came. 
Ile was descended from an an­ 
cient fam ily which ru n s back to the 
d ay s of E dw ard II. for its pedigree. 
H e w a s the last leaf on th e tree that 
bore the group of great Victorian poets. 
Tile poet was the son of the late Ad­ 
m iral Charles Henry Sw inburne and 
L ady J a n e H enrietta, w ho w as the 
d a u g h te r of ‘the third E a rl of Ash­ 
bu rnh am . 
As a child he w as extraor­ 
dinarily precocious, a n d a t the age 
w hen children think only of their play 
he w as an ardent stu d e n t of Shake­ 
speare. taking, as his p are n ts often re­ 
lated, a copy of the plays of the im­ 
m ortal bard to bed w ith him. 
Swin­ 
b u rn e’s boyhood w as sp en t a t his par­ 
en ts’ hom e in the Isle of W ight, and 
it w a s there that his g re a t love for 
the sea grew*, for the poet knew and 
loved the sea in all its moods. 
His 
tw o favorite recreations w ere sw im ­ 
m ing an d cliff climbing, in both of 
which he excelled. 
In 1847-8 he was ed ucated by a tutor 
in th e Isle of Wight and a fte r a year’s 
stu dy w as sent to Eton, where, how­ 
ever, he led a lonely life. 
As an instance of Sw inburne's pc 
culiarly winning personality, w hen Dr. 
Ila w tre y , the head m a ste r at Eton, 
once sen t for him to rem o n strate with 
the boy on his love for poetry, the in­ 
terv iew ended with th e conversion of 
the m a ste r and a prom ise th a t his 
pupil should have access to Dr. Haw- 
trey ’s ow n library and th e understand­ 
ing th a t he should be allow ed to take 
a w a y an y of the works o f the old Eng­ 
lish d ra m a tists he desired. 
In 
1850 Swinburne en tered Baliol 
college, Oxford, but did not w ait for a 
degree. 
By this time th e m use w as re­ 
ceiving his respectful attention, and 
instead of waiting to g ra d u a te with 
his class he started off on a visit

It w'as in 18G1 that 
Sw’iuburne published his first volume, 
“T h e Queen Mother” a n d “ Rosamond,” 
and n o t a year has passed since then 
th a t he has not contributed to the 
w orld of letters one or m ore books of 
prose or poetry. 
S w in burn e was strong in bis likes 
an d dislikes. 
He appeared to care lit­ 
tle fo r the opinion or criticism of Lon­ 
don a n d the world outside. 
H e w as a 
dev out wor^’dper at th e sh rin e of Rob­ 
e rt Brow ning, and som e y ears ago he 
caused 
all 
England to 
shake with 
la u g h te r when he brought a footstool 
to a public banquet a l w hich Brown­ 
ing w’a s the guest of honor and, sol­ 
em nly placing it a t B row n in g’s 
sa t upon it—at the feet of the 
ter.” 
A nother of Sw inburne’s escapades 
occurred after a dinn er a t the London 
A rt club w'hen he show ed his disap­ 
proval of his fellow m em bers by pil­ 
ing u p their hats on th e floor of the 
b an q u et hall and dancing on the mod­ 
e st headpieces. This m ad e substantial 
g rist fo r the comic papers, and one 
publication burlesqued th e affair by 
a tra v e sty of Sw inburne’s ow n im ita­ 
tions o f the Greek form o f d ram a. The 
burlesque was put on th e boards, and 
th e club members m ade up the cast. 
Policem en who were called in to bridle 
th e p o et’s rage made u p th e chorus. 
H a ts w ere sent flying a b o u t th e stage, 
and th e members w ailed: 
A s fo re sts w ith tem p ests th a t w restle 
F ro m th e h a tra ck s o u r h a ts a re torn 
dow n. 
T hen the chorus joined the tumult 
by shouting: 
T h e E n g lish m a n ’s hom e is h is castle; 
T h e E n g lish m an ’s h a t is h is crow n. 
A nd so the burlesque continued true 
to th e traditions of A ristophanes when 
he am u sed the Athenians by ridiculing 
A eschylus. 
S w in burn e was fra n k 
aud cordial 
w ith his friends and, aside from being 
a noted leader in conversation, was 
fond of reading his ow n poetry. 
He 
w as a bachelor. 
H e a m assed a rare 
collection of literary curios. 
T he poet 
n ever mingled much in general society, 
as he w as somewhat deaf. 
I t w as his 
h a b it to take long cross country jaunts, 
an d a s he trudged along w ith down­ 
c a st 
head, 
seldom 
lifting 
his eyes 
from the ground, he w a s a welcome 
L ord Bountiful to the children whom 
he m e t on the way. 
H e gave them 
cakes an d candies an d w as pleased 
w ith their dem onstrations. 
No m at­ 
te r how hard it rained or severe the 
storm th a t overtook him while abroad 
on th ese excursions, he pulled down 
m ore tightly that old so ft felt hat and 
refused to carry an um brella. 
T h e m ost touching m em ory of Swin­ 
burne left to us is his g re a t love for 
children, and some of th e m ost beauti­ 
ful verses he wrote w ere devoted to 
th e ir praise, notably in “Horse.” in 
the final line of which is the keynote 
of his whole idea, “ O child, 
what 
new s from heaven?” 
A n o th er peculiar fe a tu re of the poet’s 
habits w a s th a t he never w ore an over­ 
coat. l u t of late years he had capitu­ 
lated to the extent pf ^rearing a pair 
r f thick gloves.
